and fifty men toiled all night in the 
debris of the disastrous destruction in 
the sewer trench at Gold and Front 
streets, Brooklyn, without recovering 
any of the 15 or more bodies buried 
tinder the tons of earth, rock and tim- 
ber at bottom of the 47 .foot trench.

The brewery workers may be sincere, the breweries and whisky manufac- 


turers are not ,so far as organized labor is concerned, and the so-called 


liberal league is a farce and travesty on the labor movement. *

liberal league was instrumental in defeating for i-enominatiou, 


some of the best champions of organized labor, simply because they did 


not bow to the behests of the brewers and whiskey dealers in Ohio.
